We desire to call your notice to Chapter 25, Sections 5, 
6, 9, and Chapter 83, Sections 1, 14, and 15, of the Gene- 
ral Laws, and inform you that no bills will be paid for 
more than 30 days’ support previous to the proper affidavits | 
being furnished us according to the requirements of these 
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statutes. ‘The evidence as to the settlement must shotv 
the name, age, place of present or former residence of the 
applicant since 1880; the amount of property owned by 
and taxed to them in any place since 1880; whether married 
or single; if married, when and to whom; if under the age 
of thirty years, the name and place and residence of parents; 
the amount of property owned by and taxed to either of 
them; if they have received any aid, when and by whom; 
where they have lived since 1880, and any other material 
facts bearing upon the matter. 

We would also call your attention to Chapter 58, Section 
1, Pamphlet Laws of 1883, entitle “An act for the punish- 
ment of parents who neglect to provide for the support of 
their minor children,” and to report any such case at once 
to the commissioners, so that such delinquents may be 
compelled to perform their duty to their legitimate off- 
spring.

We desire to express our thanks to the overseers of the 
poor throughout the County for the interest they have mani- 
fested in their able assistance in the care of the unfortunate 
poor in our midst. The class of paupers that receive aid at 
their homes, in the several ‘towns, in the County, are 
directly under your care, and we trust you will give each 
case a personal inspection so that no one shall defraud the 
county, and no deserving ones suffer for the common 
necessaries of life. 

We extend to all the citizens, and especially the tax- 
payers, a cordial invitation to visit the Almshouse, and 
witness for themselves the manner in which the institution 
is managed, and thus be better enabled to judge how their 
money is expended.

The number of weeks board is ascertained by taking the 
number of days between the day of adinittance and the day 
of departure of each individual, and dividing that number 
by seven, it gives the number of weeks each individual has 
been so supported. 

The total cost of supporting paupers on the Farm for the 
ten months ending April 50, 1890, is $6,642 05. This sum 
divided by the whole number of weeks board furnished, viz 
5206 gives $1 27— as the price per week. 8's 

In presenting this my first report to the tax payers of 
Grafton C ounty, I wish to say we have endeavored to keep 
the interest of both paupers and people in view, and have 
used our best endeavors in the disbursement of the peoples 
money that neither should suffer.

PHYSICIAN’S REPORT. 


Lo the Honorable Board of Commissioners representing the 
tax payers of Grafton C oul 
Gentlemen:—In compliance with the requirements of 
law, I hereby submit my report a3 attending physician at 
the Grafton County Almshouse for the year ending April 
30, 1890: 

Entering upon the discharge of my duties on July 1, 
1889, the first step taken was a thorough and careful ex- 
amination into the sanitary condition of the institution. It 
was found advisable to make a radical and complete reno- 
vation of the sewerage and ventilation. This was done 
according to the most improved methods and the important 
alterations thus made have been very effectual, as has been 
successfully demonstrated among the sick. 

Less than the usual amount of sickness has’ occurred 
among the inmates during the past year. There has been no 
epidemic of any character nor has there been any cases of 
serious illness. No deaths haye occurred which could 
be, even in the most remote manner, traced to an unsanitary 
condition. ‘This is perhaps somewhat remarkable among 
patients of this class when we consider the climatic 
condition which has existed during the last. year. As will 
be seen from the subjoined list the causes of death were 
all natural resulting from decrepid age and incurable dis- 
ease. ‘The average age of the deceased being 66 years, a 
condition unrivalled in the history of this institution. 
There are, as there always will be, a large number of 
chronic cases which are effected only by the physiological 
decay of old age. There is hardly any indication of pul- 
monary clisease. 

In the insane department every possible attention has 
been paid the patients. ‘The buildings devoted to the use 
of these unfortunates is a model so far as it can be. The 
cells are steam heated, clean and commodious. Owing to a 
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recent change in the law the oa abi ‘of the present 
modations will doubtless become inadequate at a time 
far distant. The recent increase demands enlarged super= sae 
vision and eare. ote : 
There have been no serious accidents during ‘the year ee 
and no cases of amputations have been found necessary. 

No complaints have reached me regarding the cheep i 
or sufficiency of the food. The inmates are carefully 
cared for, properly clothed and fed. Asa whole I am of © 
opinion that during the last year the Grafton County Alms — yee 
House in point of cle anliness, ventilation an¢ sanitary con- 
ditions will compare favorable with any other like See 
tion in New Englan id. . 


I desire to express my ¢ acknowledgements to the Super 
intendent and Matron and Board of Commissioners for the 
uniform kindness and courtesy with which I have been 
treated in the discharge of my professional duties. Every — 
suggestion which I have made looking toward a bétterment 
of the inmates has beon heartily acted upon and throughout

At the beginning of the present incumbent’s term of office, 
Noy. 12, 1889, there were four cases on the Criminal docket. 

Two of these were for forfeiture of liquor, and were 
transferred to the Equity Docket at the March Term, 1890;

At the November term, 1889, two cases were brought 
forward from the March term, 1886, and sentence was im- 
posed in each.

Voted on motion of Mr. Bingham that the Commissioners 
be authorized to expend a sum not exceeding four thousand 
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dollars on the repair of the Alms House, furnishing water 
and other necessary purposes, and that they be authorized 
to purchase two safes for the use of the County, at a cost 
not in excess of seventy-five dollars each and that the same 
be paid out of any money in the Treasury, not otherwise 
wppropriated. 

Mr. F. B. Kendrick of Lebanon, asked to be excused 
from serving on Building Committee. 

On motion of Mr. Brigham, Mr. Kendrick was excused 
and J. F. Perley of Enfield was appointed in his place. 

Voted on motion of Mr. Page of Haverhill, that the 
matter of the mismanagement of the A'ms House recently 
slleged in the Boston Herald be referred to a committee 
consisting of Messrs. Huntington of Hanover, Parker of 
Franconia, Charles B. Griswold of Haverhill, and that they 
confer with the County Solicitor and Attorney General and 
report to the Convention. 

Thursday July 25, 1889. 

The meeting was called to order by Chairman Huntington, 

Voted that the Committee appointed by the Convention 
to investigate the manazement of the County Affairs, both 
as to its finances and the administration of the County Alms 
House, be authorized to send for person and papers and 
that all expenses attendant upon said investigation be paid 
out of any money in the County Treasury not otherwise 
appropriated, and that the Committee be instructed to lay 
before the County Solicitor and Attorney General the 
evidence by them collected and institute such legal proceed- 
ings as in their judgment are required, and make report to 
this Convention.
